A recent nostalgia trip through the 
old Adidas boxes got me thinking. 
Baseball’s been extra-special the past 
few years. I’m 23, and, for the first 
ume, I’m watching careers end that 
I've followed from the near beginning. 

No more catching the final chapter 
of Willie McCovey’s career. 

I got to read the entire book on 
Robin Yount who has not officially 
retired, butis definitely at the end of his 
Career 

I have a lot of cards of McCovey 
Nothing of any real monetary value. 
They're mostly mid to late-'70s posed 
shots. There's one of him in a Padres 
uniform I hate. Willie should have never 
wor anything but orange and black 

Not real valuable if you're looking 
in a price catalog, but, if they're the 
cards of your hero you first bought 
when you were eight years old, they're 
priceless. 

But now I’ve completed an entire 
generation of baseball heroes. No, | 
was never a huge Robin Yount fan. | 
liked him as much as | could like a guy 
from Milwaukee. He's always been a 
Classy asset to the game. 

And I have his rookie card. 

Some of the players that have hung 
ap their fungos for nine irons | didn’t 
see until they had spent afew years in 
the league; they had stat lines maybe 
five deep on the backs of the cards | 
have, including their stunts in Pawtucket 
or Phoenix. 

I saw George Brett in 1977, sull 
early in the now stoned career that 
ended last week. He and Yount are the 
last of a breed, players who hung up the 
same uniform for the last ime as the 
one they put on with nervous stomachs 
before that first major league game 

I also have a Brett rookie card. 

That one is especially prized. When 
introduced in 1974, the entire set of 
Topps was printed in both regular and 
mini sizes. The minis are more rare, 
and that’s the likeness | have of Brett. 

And then there’s Nolan Ryan. No 
body born after the ice age saw him 
pitch as a rookie. I saw him for the first 
ume when I was six at the Big A in 
Anaheim. My family was vacationing 
in Disneyland, and my father toid me 
we were going to see the man “who 
threw faster than a train.” 

Iloved trains. I loved baseball. Natu- 
rally, I quickly grew to love Nolan. 

Most of my Ryan cards are record 
breakers. Go figure. Remember, when 
Topps would paste a banner across the 
front, “Third Career No-Hitter,” and 
the card was a picture of teammates 
mobbing him after the final out. 

Third no hitter? That was a while 
ago. 

So many piayers heading to 
Cooperstown in five years. I could 
spend an entire day just looking through 
this year’s senior class. The Younts, 
the Ryans and the Bretts. The shots of 
Carlton Fisk modeling the ugliest uni- 
forms the game has seen. 

Remember the jerseys with the col- 
lars? Or the experiment with shorts 

i love all those cards. But none are 
my prized possession 

That disunction goes to a guy who 
also left the game this year. His depar- 
ture had no spotlight, no ucker-tape 
parades, no big-promouonal farewell 
tour. He was stuck on 398 home runs, 
and his dnve for 400 lost out to his 
frustration of hitting near the Mendoza 
line. 

Topps used to put out “Future Stars” 
cards of various sorts. Some had rook- 
ies all on the same team, some were 
distinguished by position, 

What was funny about these cards

Phillies in 1990, and they too were ground- 
dwellers in his three years with the club.

For many it the was 
the event of the year to celebrate and 
take pride in. 

The 2nd Annual Gay and Lesbian 
Film Festival on Oct. 8 and 9 at The 
Crest Theatre featured films about gay 
themes and directed by gay and lesbian 
filmmakers 

Almost 1,000 film-goers viewed 19 
film shorts ranging from 3 minutes to 
40 minutes with topics ranging from 
vampire lesbians to sex on an uninter- 
rupted clevator nde. 

The first film of the evening was 
“Loverville” directed by Bhodan 
Zachary and featuring San Francisco 
stand-up comic Scott Capurro. The 
crowd roared to Capurro’s character- 
izauon of his two gay roommates— 
represented by two index fingers. 
Capurro criticized the “love birds” and 
made jokes about their adorable terms 
of endearments and their relationship. 

Capurro made an appearance at the 
theater before the films began, crack- 
ing jokes about “Loverville” and his 
stand-up rouune. 

The feel-good film of the festival 
was a 30-minute short entitled, “The 
Disco Years” by Director Robert Lee 
King.

The film bringing the most tears to 
this year’s film festival audience was 
Director Laurie Lynd’s “RSVP.” Al- 
though ambiguous at first, this film 
short was about a man who had died of 
AIDS, centering on how it affected his 
friends and family. The poignant film 
featured the haunting Berlioz tune, “La 
Spectre de la Rose” and used a cast of 
characters so real that one was left 
quesuoning whether or not they were 
actors. 

There were a few films that had 
choppy scenes and weak plots, includ- 
ing “True Blue,” directed by Maureen 
Brownsey, depicting a lesbian who 
became pregnant froma one-night stand 
with her ex-boyfnend.

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A defining moment, Clinton style 


It is very interesting to me that our 
president is Bill Clinton — not William or

Congressmen Matsui and 
Fazio welcomed him warmly to Northern 
Califomia, and then he took the podium, 
hands comfortably spanning its width as 
he looked deep into the eyes of the Amen- 
can people, and began to speak. 

About health care. Immunizauions for 
children. Refitung McClellan and other 
military bases to meet civilian business 
challenges in the future. About change. 

He worked the crowdafter hisremarks, 
as he is so fond of doing. As he approached 
my spot on the railing, | knew my chance 
to make history (at least my Own) was 
upon me. 

I stuck my hand across the metal guard 
rail and shneked, “Please talk about young 
peaple and health care, Mr. President.” 

He took my hark? berween the two of 
his, looked me straight in the eye and said, 





“What?” 

If I'd had any sense, | probably would 
have passed out, but adrenaline 1s a won- 
derful thing. | managed to get oul some- 
thing about college students wanting to 
know what his health care plan meant for 
them and could he please talk about it 
during the town hall meeting. 

He said, “OK, we will.” 

My president, the first person I’ve ever 
voted for who actually won, spoke to me 
— a voter, one of thousands who turned 
Out to see and to hopefully touch the man 
who guides our future. It was one of the 
firsttumes inmy life | felt like an Amencan 

What a rare thing, for people of my 
generanon to consider what it is to be an 
Amenican. Ours is an age untested by war, 
by hardship, by sacnfice. Our parents had 
World War Il, Korea, Vienam — all 
bloody, exhausting conflicts which tested 
not only their resolve, but their whole 
generanion, which sacrificed its young to 
the warfare and the dream. 

I was seven years old when the so- 
called last of the POWs from Vietnam 
came home. | remember getting the day 
off from school and watching on TV asa 
man held up a home-made Amencan flag 
as he stepped off the plane on weak legs. 
He had woven 1 himself in the prison 
camp in secret, using threads pulled from 

e waistband of his underwear for the 
colored stripes. 

At seven, as at 28, 1 was nearly impos 
sible to comprehend the power of that 
symbol not only to that specific POW , but 
to the generanon waiching at home. 

The Persian Gulf War saw us trotting 
out our symbols, hanging flags unul the 
troops came home and prettying our yards 
and porches with yellow nbbons. For three 
weeks, while we wondered if sAis aime our 
young soldiers would come out of it OK, 
we were palnots

But that patniousm was symptomahic, 
an unconditioned reflex from CNN’s 
numbing blitz of the war's sights and 
sounds, foreigners’ bloodshed and Ameni- 
can military supenonty. We were safe in 
our patnotism, knowing we would win, 
knowing that we were incapable of any- 
thing else. The “war” ended quickly, with 
blessed few casualties, and soon we forgot 
our flags and our Gulf pen pals and went 
back to our indifference, 

True patnotism, I've decided, isacom- 
plicated thing. It has little to do with sym- 
bols, but much to do with symbolism. It’s 
mare about ideals than idealism. It's what 
gets us to the polls in the rain, makes us pay 
taxes and take off our hats during the 
national anthem ai baseball games. It’s 
what separates us from the rest of the 
world, much to the world’s annoyance. 

After my bnef meeting with Clinton, | 
understood how as a young man, he could 
have been changed forever by one meet- 
ing with President Kennedy in the Rose 
Garden. 

That one handshake, that one defining 
moment, changed the course of his life and 
the course of this country’s future. He had 
Cause to reflect on his being an Amencan, 
and he acted upon that epsphany. 

Our generation is not one bound to its 
country by blood or Depression or threat of 
global thermo-nuclear war, Our 
generabon 's painouc cement may well be 
aman who went on “Arsenio” and played 
sax. Who may have dodged adivisive war 
Who didn’t inhale. 

He’s our president, in much the same 
way as Kennedy was his. And Chinton’s 
visit has given me the chance to examune 
my Amenican-ness as never before. 

Few Americans have had the chance I 
did, the chance of a lifetime, a defining 
moment. I'll never look ata flag, a ballot or 
myself the same again.
